Ranked  State's  Best 
By  National  Council  . 

is  43rd  Among  700  Colleges 
And  Universities  In  U.  S. 

The  high  rank  of  Mississippi  College 
at  Clinton  in  the  field  of  chemistry  is  re¬ 
vealed  in  a  factual  and  statistical  study 
just  released  covering  a  10-year  period. 

The  chemistry  department  at  Misis- 
sippi  College  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  A.  E.  Wood,  a  professor  of  chemistry 
for  more  than  30  years.  From  1920  to 
1946,  Dr.  Wood  was  the  only  full-time 
professor  on  Mississippi  College  chem- 
iitry  staff.  In  1946  he  was  joined  by  Dr. 
A.  H.  Germany,  who  is  now  serving  as 
professor  of  organic  chemistry. 

The  study,  conducted  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Office  of  Scientific  Per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  National  Research  Council, 
ranks  Mississippi  College  43rd  among 
the  700  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
United  States,  whose  baccalaureate 
graduates  received  doctorates  in  chem¬ 
istry  during  the  1936-45  period. 

The  report  ranks  Mississippi  Collega 
ahead  of  all  other  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.

If  there  are  degrees  in  sinning,  IT  one

valent  in  our  churches. 

Gossiping  is  reprehensible  and  deliber¬ 
ate.  It  is  entirely  without  reason  or 
provocation,  and  often  is  done  in  a  way 
which  gives  its  victim  absolutely  no  op¬ 
portunity  to  defend  himself.  The  gos- 
aiper  rarely  undertakes  to  verify  toe 
tales  he  peddles,  but  passes  them  on  as 
though  he  were  engaged  in  the  most 
hinocent  pastime. 

The  gossiper  doesn’t  take  money  dis¬ 
honestly;  he  is  an  honest  man.  Nonethe¬ 
less  he  steals,  for  he  robs  his  victim  of 
his  most  valuable  possession,  his  repu¬ 
tation  among  his  fellows. 

Gossiping  may  not  be  lying  in  a  tech¬ 
nical  sense,  but  as  it  passes  on  from  one 
gossiper  to  another  its  accumulated  ex¬ 
aggerations  and  multiplied  misrepresen¬ 
tations  bring  it  pretty  close  to  the  line. 

The  gossiper  doesn’t  kill  anyone,  but 
nevertheless  he  is  a  murderer,  for  he 
kills  the  good  name  and  standing  of 
many  an  innocent  person. 

Even  if  the  one  talked  about  be  guilty, 
toe  Christian’!  attitude  should  be  one  of 
sympathy  and  helpfullness.  Not  so  with 
toe  gossiper.  Sunday  morning  he  sings  «

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Texas  Baptists  Set 
Up  Loan  Agency 

DALLAS — ( RNS)  —  A  loan  agency  to 
give  new  Baptist  churches  a  start  was 
set  up  by  the  Baptist  General  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Texas. 

Meeting  at  First  Baptist  church  here, 
the  executive  board  of  the  convention 
voted  to  provide  $250,000  for  loans  to 
new  small  churches. 

They  passed  another  resolution  to  ask 
each  of  the  four  church  organizations— 
Sunday  School,  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union,  Training  Union  and  Men’s  Bro¬ 
therhood— to  sponsor  a  Friday-to  Sunday 
revival  in  Baptist  churches  of  Texas. 

The  loan  agency  is  being  created  for 
churches  which  are  just  starting  and 
cannot  put  up  sufficient  collateral  to  get 
loans  from  the  usual  channels.  Dr.  A. 
B.  White,  pastor  of  East  Grand  Baptist 
church  and  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  set  up  the  loan  agency,  said  at  least 
300  new  Baptist  churches  are  needed  in 
the  25  largest  Texas  cities. 

The  drive  for  250,000  new  church  mem¬ 
bers  is  advancing,  said  William  Fleming 
of  Fort  Worth,  president  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  He  cited  the  example  of  a  Fort 
Worth  layman  who  alone  has  brought 
in  96  new  members.

logical  Seminary.  It  was  given  to  the 
Seminary  at  its  beginning  in  1859  Also, 
Jesse  Mercer,  educated  by  this  fund, 
founded  Mercer  University.  Through  his 
influence  and  gifts,  the  first  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionary  went  to  Texas  and  began  the 
work  that  led  to  Baylor  University,  out 
of  which  came  the  Southwestern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary. 

The  importance  of  the  District  Asso¬ 
ciation  cannot  be  over-emphasized.  The 
tide  of  interest  of  the  association  lifts  all 
our  Baptist  causes  —  state,  southwide, 
and  world  wide. 

The  State  Convention  began  soon  after 
the  District  Association.  The  oldest  in 
the  South  was  organized  in  Virginia  in 
1771.  Next  was  South  Carolina  in  1821, 
Georgia  in  1822,  and  Alabama  in  1823. 
Nine  State  Conventions  were  active  by 
the  time  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  was  organized  in  1845.  The  State 
Convention  gave  impetus  to  denomina¬ 
tional  solidarity  and  cooperation.  Luther 
Rice  played  a  large  part  in  establishing 
many  of  them  and  in  organizing  our 
Baptist  work.  State  Baptist  papers, 
Schools.  Orphanages,  Hospitals,  and  Mis¬ 
sion  Programs  were  begun  and  are  still 
carrying  on  mightily  for  Christ. 

The  State  Conventions  today  summon 
every  church  with  every  member  to 
vigorous,  vital  service  for  the  Saviour. 
They  call  for  men  and  means  to  carry 
out  our  Christ-given  mission  in  the 
state,  in  the  homeland,  and  to  the  “ut¬ 
termost  part  of  the  earth.” 

What  Southern  Baptists  believe  and 
do  in  the  next  generation  very  largely 
depends  upon  our  Baptist  schools  today, 
^tiesr  schools  have  given  us  our  leaders, 
^nr  Baptist  colleges  are  under  pressure 
Brosy  from  two  sides.  On  one  side  is 
State  education;  on  the  other,  non-de- 
nominational,  inter -denominational  of 
anti-denominational  education.  Baptist 
leaders  will  come  from  Baptist  schools. 
TOis  axiom  imposes  a  dual  obligation. 
The  school  administrators  must  keep 
them  Baptist  in  belief,  practice,  and  con¬ 
trol.  With  regret  we  recall  that  Baptists 
have  lost  some  of  their  schools  includ¬ 
ing  Brown,  Chicago  University,  and 
George  Washington  University.  Our 
schools  ought  to  give  our  future  leaders 
our  distinguishing  doctrines,  teaching 
the  Bible,  not  as  "a  nice  poetic  piece,” 
but  as  a  virile  message  producing  vital 
Christians.  In  doing  this  they  lay  claim 
to  the  whole-hearted  support  of  all  our 
Baptist  people.  This  will  include  ade¬ 
quate  financial  support,  and  a  moral  and 
personal  support  leading  Baptist  par¬ 
ents  to  send  their  children  to  Baptist 
schools.  What  is  done  about  our  schools 
settles  what  our  denomination  will  do  25 
years  hence. 

Yes.  these  three  are  basic!  Let  our  en¬ 
tire  Southern  Baptist  Zion  give  them  a 
new  appraisal  and  a  greater  support.

Chief  of  all  methods  known  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  in  carrying  out  the  above 
objective  is  the  annual  association-wide 
simultaneous  crusade.  There  is  only  one 
objection  that  critics  can  offer  to  this 
method;  namely,  it  requires  much  work. 

The  chief  values  of  the  simultaneous 
crusade  over  any  other  method  are  as 
follows; 

(1)  It  definitely  a  concerted  effort 
on  the  part  of  all  the  churches  in  an  as¬ 
sociation;  ‘Together’’— A  New  Testa¬ 
ment  word  symbolizing  unity,  power  and 
invincibility. 

(2)  It  is  church  centered.  A  revival  is 
conducted  in  each  local  church.  It  em¬ 
ploys  all  the  church  agencies.  It  streng¬ 
thens  every  phase  of  local  church  work. 
It  conserves  results.  It  employs  an  army 
of  people. 

(3  It  gives  every  church,  large  and 
small,  the  same  assistance  and  direction 
in  leadership  in  every  community  in¬ 
volved.  It  places  every  church  on  an 
equality. 

(4)  It  is  the  answer  to  the  problem 
of  lack  of  preparation  for  a  church  re¬ 
vival,  a  thing  that  was  about  to  destroy 
mass  evangelism. 

(5)  It  brings  preachers  and  leaders  in 
the  associations  together  on  their  knees 
in  prayer  and  sends  them  out  after  souls. 
It  is  a  sure  cure  for  envy  and  jealousy 
on  the  part  of  God's  people. 

(8)  It  costs  less  by  far  than  any  other 
method  of  mass  evangelism.  Outside  of 
a  love  offering  that  is  taken  for  evan¬ 
gelistic  help,  the  average  cost  of  the  as- 
sociational  simultaneous  crusade  is  five 
cents  per  church  member. 

(7)  The  greatest  of  all  evidences  of 
God’s  approval  and  the  effectiveness  of 
the  association-wide  simultaneous  cru¬ 
sade  is  visible  results.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Program  of  Evangelism  was 
adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  1947.  Space  will  permit  only  a 
brief  report  of  comparative  results.

We  thoroughly  agree  with  Dr. 

H.  H.  McGinty,  editor  of  the  Word 
and  Way  ot  Missouri,  who  recent¬ 
ly  discussed  this  problem. 

As  l)r.  McGinty  says,  “Often 
they  make  unsupported  charges 
against  our  Baptist  agencies  and 
institutions.  Sometimes  these  at¬ 
tacks  are  directed  at  individuals 
who  are  iu  places  of  deuomiua- 
tkiiiai  leadership." 

Dr.  McGinty  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  attacks  arc  not 
always  open  or  recognized.  In 
tome  cases  these  “Independents" 
have  gained  membership  in  coop-  asking  for  church 
erating  churches,  pretending  to  be  They  are 
supporters  of  the  church  program. 

Ouce  inside,  they  liave  immediate¬ 
ly  started  the  subtle  campaign  to 
undermine  the  cooperative  spirit 
of  the  church. 

We  recall  one  Mississippi  church 
that  had  a  good  program  and  was 
loyal  to  the  work  of  the  denomina- 
nation.  A  modern  building  had 
been  erected.  All  organizations 
were  functioning  in  a  satisfactory 
way.  While  pastorless  a  preacher 
came  along  with  what  we  think 
was  “malice  aforethought"  and  of¬ 
fered  to  supply  the  pulpit.  Without 
investigation  the  pulpit  committee 
welcomed  him.  He  was  a  persuas¬ 
ive  and  pleasing  speaker.  The  peo¬ 
ple  thought  they  liad  “found  the 
m*n  for  the  place. 

It  wasn’t  long  before  he  had  led 
them  to  drop  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
Rcam  and  curtail  many  of  the 
other  activities.  According  to  a 
letter  from  one  of  the  members: 

‘The  church  is  doing  far  less  now 
than  it  did  under  the  former  pas¬ 
tor.” 

Actually,  these  Independents,  in 
tbeir  persuasive  manner,  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  secure  pastorates 
with  the  intention  of  leading  Ihe 
churches  away  from  their  affili-  panying

Dr.  McGinty  continues.  “It  will  and  cai 
most  unfortunate  if  the  church-  such  cii 


es  do  not  learn  the  lesson  and  be¬ 
come  alert  to  this  danger.  Church¬ 
es  should  be  most  careful  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  background  of  preach¬ 
ers  who  offer  their  services. 

They  should  also  make  sure  of 
their  attitude  toward  the  cooper¬ 
ative  work  of  persons  who  come 
from  ‘Independent  Baptist’  groups 
'i  membership, 
frequently  challenged  at 
the  point  of  their  baptism.  It 
would  be  wise  to  go  further  and 
consider  whether  they  will  give 
hearty  support  to  the  unified  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  church  or  be  nuis¬ 
ances  and  disturbers.

Jamaica  Gets 
Hurricane  Relief 


For  the  third  time  in  recent  year* 
Southern  Baptists  have  given  humcano 
relief  to  Baptists  of  Jamaica.  The  Re¬ 
lief  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Miss** 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conv-rv- 
tkm  met  recently  to  discuss  tragic  re¬ 
sults  of  the  recent  devastating  hurncann 
which  hit  the  island.  Ten  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  were  appropriated  for  relief  to  bn 
administered  immediately  by  the  Ja¬ 
maica  Baptist  Union. 

A  delegation  from  Jamaica  report 
that  81  Baptist  churches  were  destroyed 
or  seriously  damaged,  and  basic  crops 
were  wiped  out.  It  is  estimated  that 
church  building  losses  approximat* 
$500,000  (U.  8.  currency). 

The  Jamaica  delegation  reported  that 
none  of  the  churches  which  were  pre¬ 
viously  rebuilt  with  assistance  from  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  were  seriously  damaged. 

The  Baptist  churches  of  Jamaica  am 
self-supporting  and  self -directed.  Aid 
from  Southern  Baptists  is  simply  s  f» 
ture  of  friendship.

Last  spring  the  Eton,  Concord,  and 
Deerbrook  churches  adopted  the  “Cattle 
on  a  Thousand  Hills”  program,  taking 
this  program  from  the  Scripture  found 
in  Psalms  50:10b.  to  finance  an  expan¬ 
sion  work  of  the  churches.

„*  present  condition  of  the  world  Look 
a*  the  program  of  teaching  which  we 
have  followed, through  the  quarter  which 
we  close  today:  We  began  this  quarter 
with  a  study  of  God’s  estimate  of  the 
value  the  individual  human  being,  a 
value  in  the  sight  of  God  above  the  value 
of  any  other  created  thing  or  living' 
creature. 

There  lollowed  two  lessons  on  the 
borne,  the  first  upon  bow  to  build  It, 
the  second  upon  bow  to  maintain  It. 
Prom  this  we  passed  to  a  study  of  the 
method  of  the  Christian  community  hie, 
thence  to  a  study  of  Christian  economic 
relations,  further  to  a  study  of  Christian 
citisenship.  and  finally  to  a  study  of  the 
Christian  ideal  of  securing  Justice  among 
nations. 

But  more  than  half  of  the  people  in 
nominal  Christian  countries,  did  not  fol¬ 
low  this  line  of  teaching.  Through  indif¬ 
ference  to  our  condition  today  and  care¬ 
lessness  of  the  direction  in  which  the 
world  is  drifting  and  the  ever-acceler¬ 
ating  rate  at  which  it  is  drifting,  the 
great  mass  of  people  just  gave  no  at¬ 
tention  to  the  teaching.  Added  to  this, 
by  far  more  than  half  of  the  population 
o!  the  world  live  In  lands  where  the 
Bible  is  not  taught  and  in  which  con¬ 
trary  pagan  views  of  all  life,  individual 
and  corporate,  are  held  and  practiced. 

That  this  world  of  ours  is  dally  tread¬ 
ing  Dearer  the  edge  of  the  precipice  of 
titter  chaos,  of  absolute  destruction,  all 
authorities  in  every  field,  social,  cul¬ 
tural,  economic,  political,  religious,  in¬ 
ternational.  domestic  and  foreign  agree, 
with  no  dissenting  vote.  In  the  midst 
o<  the  greatest  age  of  invention  in  all 
the  backward  reach  of  history,  we  have 
provided  ourselves  with  implements  of 
destruction  easily  capable  of  erasing  the 
race  from  the  face  of  the  earth.
